Cultural Guide for Cacti and Other Succulents 


Upon arrival cactus plants should have any dry roots cut off, leav- 
ing only the live parts of the roots. Plant up to the previous soil mark 
in an equal mixture of garden loam, leaf mold, and coarse sand (but not 
ocean sand) adding a trace of charcoal and old crushed mortar. 


Cacti and succulents, like all plants, require some direct sun, but 
must not be exposed to the sun rays continuously. In the deserts these 
plants always grow in the shadow of a bush or other plant. 


Water causes the death of more cactus plants than any other cause. 
These plants should be well drained with some broken pottery in each 
pot, a hole in the bottom of each pot and should be watered lightly, pre- 
ferably with a spray: gun, often during the summer months. Each day 
is not too often if a very small amount of water is used. Never soak the 
dirt with water, and do not water for at least two months during the 
dormant winter period. A small amount of liquid manure or commercial 
fertilizer will aid the growth of cacti and succulents.

To Prepagate from Cuttings and Offsets 


Cuttings are best removed during the spring and summer months. 
Do not take cuttings during wet or cold weather for to do so would 
cause rotting of both the cutting and parent plant. Remove cuttings with 
a sharp, clean knife... never break off cuttings. Heal the cuttings for 
several days in a dry shaded place before planting. Root the cuttings in 
a shallow planting in clean, slightly damp mixture of sand containing 
peat moss and charcoal. As soon as the roots have formed, remove and 
plant as outlined under “Cultural Guide for Cacti and other Succulents.” 


Offsets may be removed at any time and planted in the usual way.

Grafting Cacti 


Grafting of cacti is used as a novelty and also to speed up the 
growth of slow growing plants. There is no limit to the number of oddi- 
ties and attractive plants that may be produced through grafting. The 
well known Christmas Cactus and the Peanut Cactus respond better to 
grafting than most of the others. Grafted Christmas cacti have been 
known to produce more than a hundred beautiful blossoms. The simplest 
and most practical graft is known as the flat graft. Using a sharp, clean 
knife, cut off the top of the scion with a flat, horizontal cut... also cut 
the stock plant in a like manner and quickly place the two together; 
holding in place firmly with several small rubber bands. Lemaireocereus 
prunosis, Cereus peruvianus, Nyctocereus serpentinus and various 
Opuntias are better types to use as stock plants.
